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MOTOR DEATHS DECREASING 


It is good news, as reported by 
the National Safety Council, that 
the deaths from automobile acci- 
dents in the first half of 1938 were 
22 per cent lower than in 1937. 
‘Lhe effect of the nation-wide cam- 
paign to make driving safer is be- 
ginning to be felt. The saving of 
3,670 lives which would have been 
lost if the motor fatalities for the 
first six months of this year had 
continued at the same rate as last 
year's record is worth all that the 
safety campaign has cost, 

Not only are cars and highways 
steadily being built safer, but the 
work of traffic engineers and traf- 
fle police is becoming more and 
more effective, and the efforts to 
educate the motoring public are 
bearing fruit. Thirty-seven states 
and 287 cities report lower death 
tolls than in the same period last 
year, 

There is still room for great im- 
provement, but the hopeful sign is 
the awakening of public authori- 
ties and of the people generally to 
the needlessness of most of the 
motor accidents and the impor- 
tance of prompt and severe pun- 
ishment of careless and reckless 
crivers. The money spent on bet- 
ter highways is one outlay which 
no taxpayer should begrudge, If 
all the money collected for paso- 
line taxes were applied, as it 
should be, to road building and 
maintenance, it would not take 
long for all roads to be made prac- 
tically perfect. 


INDUSTRY AND AGRICULTURE 


The best news that has come 
out in a long time is the report 
from Detroit that the big automo- 
bile companies are calling men 
back to work and that the rains 
have changed the “dust bowl” 
back into productive farms which 
promise the largest yield of wheat 
in @ quarter of a century. 

The motor manufacturers reduc- 
ed their output for 1938, with the 
result that most of the stock is 
practically sold out, and in the 
higher-priced cars buyers are gob- 
bling up the best of the “used’’ 
cars of last year's models. Now 
the makers of the popular-priced 
ears are looking forward to larger 
sales than ever of their new mod- 
els, and are preparing to put them 
on the market earlier than usual, 

One of the reasons for the car- 
builder's optomism is the certainty 
that there will be many millions 
more dollars flowing into the pock- 
ets of farmers as this year's boun- 
teous harvest is marketed, That 
much of this money will be spent 
for new cars is regarded as cer- 
tain, for the motor-car is as es- 
sential to farm life as the horse 
and buggy used to be, Probably 
the worst examples of worn-out 
cars still doing duty can be found 
in the regions where farmers have 
seen little or no money coming 
in for the past few years 

Prosperity in America has al- 
ways been measured by the pro- 
ductivity of our farms and ‘the 
ability of the rural population to 
buy the product of our factories. 
That is as true today as it ever 
was, though the proportion of 
farm foik to city dwellers con- 
tinues to diminish. 

There are still more than six 
million families living on farms, 
twice as many more living in rural 
communites and small towns de- 
pendent in large measure upon the 
prosperity of the farmer. And the 
automobile industry is only one of 
many equally dependent on} 
farming, 


YOUNG FARMER URGES 
3 VITAMINS FOR SOIL 


AUBURN, Ala.—J. P. Walton,

ELI: RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
OTHERS 


CT Haahey TEXT—I Samuel 3:11-14; 4: 


GOLDEN TEXT—Train up a child in 
the way he should go. Proverbs 22:6a, 


The responsibilities and privileges 
of fatherhood need special empha- 
sis, and the lesson of today gives 
excellent opportunity for such con- 
sideration, Too often the rearing 
of children, which Is almost inevita- 
bly largely in the hands of the moth- 
er, is entirely delegated to her, and 
the father becomes the man who 
pays the bills, occasionally carries 
out a severe act of discipline, but 
otherwise ts almost a stranger to 
his children. 


Girls as well as boys appreciate 
and respond to the loving and un- 
derstanding fellowship of a father 
who really improves the opportunity 
to build himself into the lives of his 
children. 


Eli is a striking illustration of a 
man who had attained o#) honorable 
position in fe and who had dis- 
charged his public duties with suc- 
cess, but who failed his own boys, 
because of weak indulgence. Not a 
few Christian workers have followed 
in Eli's path. May God give us 
grace to avold it! 


I. A Weak Father and Vile Sons 
(3:13), 


The sons of Eli were wicked men 
who dared even to use the service 
of the temple for the gratification of 
fleshly appetites and lusts. (See 
2;12-17,22,.) EM protested against 
their most flagrant sin (2; 23,24), but 
evidently he had lost his influence 
over them, for they did not hearken 
to him. 


It is not always true that the 
wickedness of a son is the result of 
weakness in the father, nor is it al- 
ways the case that weak fathers 
have vile sons. Often the sons live 
far better lives than their fathers, 
and frequently a godly and faith- 
ful father suffers the heartbreak of 
having a wayward son. But usually 
‘like father, like son” is true, 
Boys learn from their fathers—not 
so much by words of admonition, 
as by deeds. Let us tell our boys 
how to live by first living a consist- 
ent Christian life, anu then lovingly 
but insistently requiring of them 
during their days of irresponsibility 
conformity to the standards of God. 
We need to build moral fiber into 
American youth of our country if it 
{gs not to fall into the decadence of 
the civilizations of the past. 

Ii, Judgment—Personal and Na- 
tlonal (3:12, 14, 4:17), 

Sin brings a horrible harvest of 
sorrow, suffering, and judgment, 
not only to the Individual but to his 
family, and ultimately to the na- 
tlon. No man can ever divorce him- 
self from his relationship to his fam- 
ily. His people will suffer for his 
waywardness, perhaps more than he 
suffers himself. The nation {s made 
up of homes, and consequently when 
the family suffers the nation will 
suffer too. 

There is a strange theory current 
that social and political entities have 
an existence apart from the people 
who make them up, that our people 
can drink and gamble and steal and 
kill, and yet somehow we will still 
be the “land of the free and the 
home of the brave.'’ America is 
what the families in your communi- 
ty and mine are, and our families 
are what we are. May God help 
us to be better fathers, mothers, 
brothers, and sisters. 

III, Responsibility and Opportu- 
nity. 

This division of our lesson Is 
drawn from no special portion of 
the Scripture lesson, but is present- 
ed to place squarely before us the 
fact that we (and we are speaking 
specifically to fathers) have a plain 
and inescapable responsibility for 
our family life, as well as to empha- 
size the fact that this Is not a re- 
sponsibillty of which we should be 
afraid. It is God's gift of a glorious 
opportunity. 

Eli wes a personal success as a 
priest. He had many commend- 
able qualities, not the least of which 
was his gracious recognition of the 
ministry of Samuel, who had grown 
up in his presence and yet who 
was recognized by Eli as the mes- 
senger of God. (Compare Mark 6:4 
and I Tim. 4:12.) But he missed 
life's greatest opportunity by los- 
ing his own boys. Sad to say, many 
a father has followed him, yes, even 
we are sorely tempted to make our 
business (and it may be the ‘‘busi- 
ness"’ of the Lord) the thing of pri- 
mary concern, and let our children 
fit in where they may, or not at all. 

Let us look on the brighter side 
in closing our study and recall the 
inspiring contribution that has been 
made to our national life, to our 
spiritual life and our social advance- 
ment by those who have come out 
of the most humble of homes, with 
the most meager worldly advan- 
tages, but with the rugged charac- 
ters—physically, morally, and spir- 
itually stalwart—which have been 
nurtured in a true Christian home, 
It pays, not only for the person and 
for the family, but also for the na: 
tion, to have Christian fathers.

4A GOOD LAXATIVE 
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COTTON STALKS—Most farm- 
ers do not attach any value to 
their cotton stalks, I haye known 
men who thought that cotton 
stalks were a nuisance after the 
cotton had been picked, Some 
farmers cut the stalks and burn 
them in the fall in an effort to 
eradicate the boll weevils, Cotton 
stalks might be useful to us if 
we will only do our part in mak- 
ing them of value, ‘This fall finds 
us with @ very profitable crop of 
cotton stalks, JI have observed 
that most all cotton fields are 
green with growing cotton stalks 
whieh indicates that the stalks 
will be green until frost kills 
them, If we permit the stalks to 
grow as they are now doing we 
shall have two troubles. We shall 
have an abundant supply of boll 
weevils for next year and we shall 
have large cotton stalks next 
spring which will be hard to de- 
stroy. If we will only tuke ad- 
vantage of our opportunities we 
shall utilize the cotton stalks and 
reap & harvest from them, I have 
found by experience that you can 
fatten your cows on cotton leaves 
and cotton tops. Now is the time 
tc get your cotton fields ready for 
your cows, If you do not, have 
the barbed wire up you should be- 


gin putting it up at once as your 
wife and children can piek all your 
cotton with time to spure, Your 
cotton crop will not be profitable 
this year and we might as well be- 
gin in an effort to make some ex- 
tra money from the cotton tops, 
leaves or stalks, Your cotton 
patch will fatten all your cows if 
you will put them in at once, You 
need to get your cows in your 
cotton patch before the cotton 
stalks get, too large and before 
the stalk stops growing, If you 
will get the cows in at once the 
cotton stalks will grow much bet- 
ter than they will if you wait un- 
lil fall to do it. If you will ar- 
range to put your cows in your 
cotton patch at once you will prof- 
it in three ways, You will keep 
the weevil destroyed, keep the 
stalks from growing too large and 
will fatten all your cows for no 
expense at all, The point is, will 
you do it or will you neglect it? 
Never before in my short recollec- 
tion can I remember such a crop 
of cotton stalks, We have the 
stalks and we have the cows that 
are anxious to have thes® tops for 
food. If we are smart we shall 
ulilize our cotton tops but if we 
are dumb or lazy we shall drift 
along as we have in the past with 
poor cows, a lot of boll weevils 
and large cotton stalks to be de- 
stroyed next spring. What are 
you going to do about it? 
* * * * , 

BEGGAR LICE—I'm glad to 
note that we haye quite a fine crop 
of beggar lice in many sections, 
This weed is very valuable to the 
farmer and I'm wondering if we 
should not try to scatter the seed 
over our farms, A rainy summer 
helps to produce this weed so we 
have it abundantly this year, I 
have noticed large patches of this 
weed where the tops are higher 
than my head. The seed seems 
to be very heavy and very abun- 
dant, There are farms in this sec- 
tion of Alabama which do not have 
any beggar lice weeds on them, 
so I suggest that you look over 
your fields and ascertain if you 
need some of these seed. If you 
need them you can get all you 
want without cost. Any farmer 
will be glad for you to get all the 
tops you want and I would sug- 
gest that you thrash out the seed 
or pack the tops in large sacks 
until next spring. The tops might 
be tied up in bundles about as you 
would oats but you must be care- 
ful as birds, rats and bugs will 
eat your seed if you leave them 
exposed. The best plan is to whip 
the seed out as soon as they are 
dry and then store them in your 
regular seed room where they are 
protected from bugs and mice. I 
might tell you now that it makes 
no difference as to where you plant 
these seed next spring’ just so 
long as you do not plow them up. 
Your terraces should be the most 
logical place for these seed and 
only one terrace in your field will 
more than stock that field in a 
few years. If you have the seed 
1 would suggest that you scatter 
a few seed on every terrace and 
then take pains to leave the 
plants when you are cultivating 
your crops. If you will show me 
a farm which is covered with beg- 
gar lice weeds I'll show you a farm 
that is far above the average in 
fertility. This weed builds up the 
soil and it does so without ex- 
pense or trouble to the farmer, 
The one thing we should all do 
is to see to it that we do not de- 
Stroy all these weeds as we culti- 


vate our crops. That farmer who 
plows late and who keeps his 
crops free from weeds and grass 
might destroy all the beggar lice 
seed on his farm. You cannot do 
so in a wet year but you can do 
so if it happens to be a dry year. 
Please permit me to insist that 
you do not destroy the weed that 
is trying to make your farm 
fertile. 
* * * * * 

COMMON SENSE MEDICINE 
AND PRACTICES — We decided 
that the first step for us to take 
toward keeping well was to keep 
a strong body which would be able 
to resist most diseases. The second 
most important thing to do is to 
keep open the channels or organs 
of elimination, The third thing 
for us to do is to watch our food 
and drink. I have about decided 
that you can watch a man eat 
and then guess about how long he 
will live. Our bodies are made up 
of what we eat. How we eat, how 
much we eat, what we eat and 
what we drink comes pretty near 


telling the story of how we are 
getting along. I have observed 
that food does not have the same 
effect on all folks, The food that 
agrees with your system might not 
agree with me at all I think 
that each person should make a 
close wateh of their systems us to 
what our bodies call for and what 
agrees with us. As we make this 
observation we shoudl note our 
findings in the future, I would 
Suggest that you do not eat any- 
thing that seems to not agree with 
you and that you eat abundantly 
of those foods which you like and 
which do agree with you. Your 
case is an individual case and you 
should be the judge as to what 
your system likes and what it 
needs, I do not mean that you 
should ignore the tried rules and 
customs of eating but you should 
manage your case according to 
your own system, If your sys- 
tem does not like rice you should 
not eat rice but should use some 
other food which carries the same 
amount of similar food value, 
Some folks cannot eat tomatoes 
but they can eat all the other 
veegtables, If you cannot eat to- 
matoes but do eat other vegetables 
of the same food value you have 
not lost anything at all but have 
saved yourself the unpleasantness 
of eating something which your 
system does not like. If you can- 
not eat mutton you might change 
to veal and find that you not only 
like it but that it is just as good 
for you, If we will make a study 
of our own body and its needs we 
should not have any trouble in 
finding exactly the food we need 
and at the same time not force 
ourselves to eat something’ which 
we do not relish. The most im- 


portant knowledge which any man] = 


ean possess is to know his own 


body and its needs. How many|® 


folks do you know who really 


Iknow themselves? How many of a 


us have made a study of our needs 


for food and drink? Most of us =| 


take the position that we should 
eat everything we like and every- 
thing that is placed before us. 
Some of us eat too much, some 
cat too little and others eat the 
wrong thing. If we only vould 
know what to eat, how much to 
eat and when to eat it we could 
all be much healthier than we are 
today. We do not have this in- 


formation but we could have most |; 


of it if we really tried to have it. 
It is about the most important in- 
formation we could seek but some- 
how we do not care to seek it or 
to follow it after we have found 
it. ‘If I never did anything other 
than to persuade you to seek in- 
formation concerning’ your food 
and how it effects your body my 
life will not be in vain, The same 
thing is true as to what you drink. 
I'll try to give you more on this 
subject next week,

AUBURN, Ala.—A final effort 
to ascertain if the white fringed 
beetle is to be found in any other 
sections of Alabama is the order 
of business for 4-H club and FFA 
members during the remainder of 
August, F, ©, Guyton, state direc- 
tor of the beetle survey, announc- 
ed here today, 

Discussing the survey, which bas 
resulted in the finding of three 
new areas, Mr, Guyton said that 
county and assistant agents and 
vocational agricultural teachers 
have requested their club and FRA 
members to bring in every kind 
of insect they can find during 
August, 


The adult beetle does most of 
its feeding and egg laying’ during 
July and August and leaders in the 
fight against the pest believe that 
if any other infested areas are dis- 
covered this year it will have to 
be during August when the beetles 
are easily found, 

Mr, Guyton pointed out that the 
finding of the new area in Monroe 
County, an area that extends for 
25 miles along the railroad between 
Peterman and Beatrice, was di- 
rectly due to the efficient survey 
organization of Wilber Kelley, as- 
sistant county agent at Monroe- 
ville. i 

Other areas include three city 
blocks in Mobile, Conecuh County, 
and the old area around Florala 
in Geneva and Covington Counties. 

“By having farmers, club boys 
and FFA members send in all in- 
sects and bugs they find to the 
Federal laboratory at Gulfport the 
officials believe that great progress 
will be made in determining just 
what other insects are damaging

He Changed The World’s History But Got 


No Thrill 


About forty years ago, a trivial 
event occurred out in Ohio. At 
least, it seemed trivial at the 
time; but you know now that this 
event has influenced your life and 
that it is going to have a mighty 
influence on the lives of your chi- 
dren, and your children's children, 

On that momentous day, Orville 
Wright walked into a library, in 
Dayton, Ohio, and picked up a 
book, This book told the story of 
a German by the name of Lilien- 
thal who was able to fly in a glider 
or huie kite. To be sure, Lilien- 
thal didn't use an engine, but he 
did fly, Orville Wright sat, up 
that night, until long past mid- 
night, fascinated with the story of 
this significant achievement. He 
aroused the enthusiasm of his 
brother, Wilbur; and the Wright 
brothers started out on a career 
that was to end in the invention 
of the airplane and make their 
names immortal, 

Neither of them had much edu- 
cation, They never finished high 
school, But they had something 
far more important than a college 
diploma, They had resourceful- 
ness and ambition, Years before, 
when they were mere boys, they 
had gone out into the country and 
picked up the bones of dead cows 
and horses and sold them to a fer- 
tilizer factory. Then they started 
a little shop where they sold and 
repaired bicycles. 

But no matter what they did 
for a living, they were always 
dreaming about flying. 

Building a wind tunnel in their 
bicycle shop, they began experi- 
menting with the force of air on 
wings. Finally, they built a huge 
kite or glider and took it down to 
Kill Devil Hill at Kitty Hawk, 
North Carolina. They went to 
Kitty Hawk because a_ strong, 
salty wind is always sweeping in 
there from the sea and ground 
there is always soft with billowy 
sand, 

For years they experimented 
with gliders; and then they put a 
home-made engine in one of their 
gliders and transformed it into a 
flying machine, They made the 
date, December 17th, 1903, forever 
memorable by achieving the first 
flight in the annals of human his- 
tory. It was a bitter; sunless day. 
But cold as it was, Orville wouldn't 
wear even an overcoat when he 
mounted the plane because of the 
additional weight. 

At exactly thirty-five minutes 
past ten o'clock, Orville Wright 
climbed onto the roaring craft, 
stretched out on his stomach, pull- 
ed the release, and the strange 
machine rose, snorting and cough- 
ing into the air, with flames beleh- 
ing from the open exhaust. ‘The 
machine plunged up and down un- 
certainly for twelve historic sec- 
onds; and then lighted on the 
ground only one hundred feet 
away. 

It was a tremendous event. It 
was one of the turning points in 
the history of civilization. At last,

And here is @ strange thing: 

Orville Wright, the first man 
who ever flew, doesn't have a li- 
cense to fly now, he has not been 
up in an airplane since 1918, and 
he hasn't piloled a plane since 
1914, 

He is a shy man, and to him the 
hue and ery of publicity is most 
unwelcome He won't write the 
story of his life. He won't have 
his picture taken, and he doesn’t 
ike to talk to reporters, His 
brother, Wilbur, who died in 1912, 
once said, “The only birds that 
talk are parrots, and they don't 
{fly very high.” 

Neither of the Wright brothers 
ever married Their father once 
said that the boys couldn't afford 
both wives and a flying machine, 
So they chose the flying machine,

AUBURN, Ala, The farmer Results of field tests by the Ala- New Elba Theatre 


and the ginner both share in the 
responsibility of carefully handling 
cotton for improved quality that 
will be more attractive to both do- 
mestic and foreign buyers, believe 
J, C, Lowery, agronomist, and J, 
B, Wilson, agricultural engineer, 
of the Alabama Extension Service, 

Picking the cotton clean and dry 
and preventing the mixing of im- 
proved varieties with other varie- 
ties is the first responsibility of 
the grower, the specialists empha- 
size, The grower who picks and 
hauls wet cotton to the gin and 
expects it to come out in first- 
class condition is only losing 
money for himself, 

If the cotton has to be picked 
wet it should be spread out to 
dry or piled loosely in sheds to 
dry out for several days before 
it is taken to the gin, 

When the cotton reaches the gin 
it is the responsibility of the gin- 
mer to see that the best quality 
lint possible comes from the gin- 
ning of the farmer's cotton, Ma- 
chinery in good condition, and 
drying and cleaning equipment 
will aid in doing this, according 
to the extension advisers, 

The improved cleaning and dry- 
ing’ machinery is the result of sev- 
eral years of study by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
It has been demonstrated that dry- 
ing enhances the bale value of 
Short staple cotton by about 70 
cents, and up to $2.50 a bale for 
long staple, 

Modern equipment will provide 
higher grade lint from either damp 
or moderately trashy cotton, but 
no machinery is available which 
can dry extremely wet cotton or 
remove enough of the foreign mat- 
ter to give lint equal in quality 
to that ginned from dry, clean- 
picked cotton, 


FARMERS ARE ADVISED 
TO PLANT HAY CROPS 

AUBURN, Ala, Plant hay 
crops in fall as well as winter to 
make doubly sure that a supply 
of hay will be provided, is the ad- 
vice to Alabama farmers of W, H. 
Gregory, associate agronomist of 
the Alabama Extension Service, 

Mr. Gregory said now is the 
time farmers should start making 
plans for September and October 
Plantings of good hay crops for 
the livestock on the farm, 

By planting two bushels of oats, 
or one bushel of wheat and either 
20 pounds of vetch or 40 pounds 
of Austrian winter peas, during 
September or early October, after 
applying 400 to 600 pounds of ba- 
Sic slag, & nice crop of hay for next 
Summer's feeding can be obtained, 

About 100 to 200 pounds of ni- 
trate should be added to these hay 
crops in February or March and 
the mixture cut for hay when the 
oats reach the dough stage, ad- 
vises the agronomist, 


bama Experiment Station show 
that yields of cotton and corn 
made outstanding gains when 
these two major crops followed 
vetch or Austrian winter peas, 

Summary of results from tests 
conducted to determine the value 
of the two winter cover crops as 
& means of increasing cotton and 
corn yields reveal that, where cot- 
ton and corn followed veteh or 
Austrian winter peas, turned un- 
der, yleld of seed cotton was in- 
creased by 628 pounds while corn 
yield climbed 15.6 bushels per acre, 

Increase in cotton yield due to 
planting and turning of yvetch or 
Austrian winter peas was worth 
$3.78 per acre more than the in- 
crease from 225 pounds of nitrate 
of soda or its equivalent after con- 
sidering cost of the legume seed 
and cost of the soda, 

Where corn was grown without 
rotation and was preceded by veteh 


or Austrian winter peas cost of 
the increased yield was 16 cents 
per bushel, 

Vetch or Austrian winter peas 
&rown in & two-year rotation (cot- 
ton-winter legumes-corn) increased 
the corn yield 18 bushels per acre 
at a cost of 14 cents per bushel, 
In addition to the influence of 
legume on the corn crop, the resi- 
due the second year from these 
legumes increased the cotton yield 
by 213 pounds of seed cotton per 
ere, 

Vetch or Austrian winter peas, 
when not fertilized with a suffi- 
cient amount of phosphate, usual- 
ly failed to make enough growth 
te economically increase cotton 
and corn yields; whereas, with a 
Sufficient application of phosphate 
they made enough growth to great- 
ly increase the yields of subse- 
quent crops,

STUDENTS ELEVATE 
PENNY TO TOP RANK 


Reveals the Importance of 
Lowly Coin in Business. 


Troy, N. Y.—Rensselaer Polytech- 
nic institute students here are still 
basking in the sudden national fame 
they achleved when they elevated 
the once lowly penny to first rank in 
the coinage system by staging a 
“penny tax revolt." 

The ‘“TaxCENTinels,” an off- 
spring of the R. P, I, students’ un- 
Jon, caught the attention of the 
world by using the penny in dra- 
matic fashion to symbolize the hid- 
den tax everyone pays in buying 
food, clothing, shelter and other ne- 
cessities, 

Under the auspices of the Stu- 
dents’ union, the TaxCENTinels 
bought up just about all of Troy's 
pennies—250,000 of them—and tem- 
porarily embarrassed merchants 
and banks, 

Then the students put the coins 
back into circulation by paying 25 
per cent of their purchases in pen- 
nies. 

Most Important Coin, 

While this was seemingly just a 
college prank, it was actually the re- 
sult of serious study on the part of 
the students. They were striving 
for the most effective way to in- 
form the average American con- 
sumer that his standard of living Is 
touched by the fact that one-fourth 
of every purchase he makes goes to 
the collector of unseen taxes, 

The penny, suddenly skyrocketed 
to national fame as the most im- 
portant coin in merchants’ tills, has 
not often achieved such a degree 
of popularity. 

In fact, until the student tax 
|Movement swept the Troy campus, 
the penny was scorned for years by 
all but children who toddle to candy 
counters, 

The original American penny, 
which was minted in 1793, was im- 
mediately unpopular because of its 
weight and unhandy size. Since 
then, the penny has been successive- 
ly reduced from its original weight 
of 264 grains to 48, so that it is now 
one-fifth as heavy as it was at first. 

The penny acquired its colloquial 
name of “‘copper'’ from its content, 
which is 95 per cent of that metal 
and 5 per cent tin and zinc, How- 
ever, the word ‘‘penny"’ was first ap- 
plied to a silver coin introduced by 
Offa, king of Mercia in England. 
Later the word ‘‘peni’ or “peny"’ 
was applied to an old English cop- 
per token. 

Shortly after the Revolutionary 
war, congress provided for a uni- 
form coinage to take the place of 
British money then in circulation. 


First Copper Coins, 


The first official order for small 
coins called for the minting of two 
copper coins, the cent and half-cent. 
A total of $50,000 worth was put in 
circulation. 

Some copper coins were struck by 
states, such as New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Vermont and New 
Jersey, to meet small coin demand, 
but they surrendered their coinage 
privileges in a federal constitution- 
al provision adopted in 1787. 

The half-cent was withdrawn from 
the coinage system before the Civil 
war. Experiments were made with 
two and three cent pieces, in 1864 
and 1865, the value of the three- 
cent coin coinciding with the letter 
mail rate of the time, 

Both suffered the fate of other 
small coins and were withdrawn, 
the two-cent piece in 1873, and the 
three-cent coin in 1890, 

The latest suggestion which may 
affect the fate of the penny is the 
proposal to coin a three-cent piece 
again to facilitate the purchase of 
newspapers, 


New Device Draws Heart 


Pictures for Surgeon 


Tulsa.—A machine that draws a 
living electrical picture of heart ac- 
tion to guide surgeons during op- 
erations will be displayed here soon 
by its inventors. It is expected 
to revolutionize operating room 
technique. 

The machine, a new type electro- 
cardiograph, records heart beats on 
a phosphorescent screen whose as- 
pect tells the surgeon the instant 
the patient's heart starts failing. It 
is an improvement over old-type 
electrocardiographs, which take 
photographs of the impulses. Their 
record is not available until the film 
has been developed and dried—a 
process requiring minutes that 
might mean a patient's life or 
death. 

The new machine is an invention 
of Dr. Frank E. Hoecker of the 
University of Kansas physics de- 
partment and Dr. Graham Asher, 
University of Kansas medical schoo] 
instructor.

Hashish Said to Play Large 


Part in Terrorism. 


Jerusalem. — The virulent drug 
hashish is apparently playing a 
large part in keeping Arab terror- 
ism fanned to fever pitch, 

Nearly all terrorists captured by 
the police and troops have been 
found to be under the influence of 
the drug, whose increased smug 
Sling into this country has presented 
authorities with a problem almost 
as serious as the Arab-Jew disturb. 
ances, 

Men of the East have used hashish 
for centuries, The word ‘assassin’ 
is derived from its name, And 
today, according to authorities, the 
Arab bands swallow large doses be- 
fore they go out to ambush and kill 
in the hills around Jerusalem. 

According to the Arab press in the 
Arab city of Jaffa alone 10,000 
hashish addicts are known to the 
police out of a population of 60,000, 

The bandits go to extraordinary

Eskimos Can Outbite 


Even Football Players 


Minneapolis, Minn. — Football 
players and armchair invalids have 
teeth of almost equal strength. Nei- 
ther is any match for an average 
six-year-old Eskimo gixl; and the 
girl's parents bite twice as hard as 
she does. 

Dr, Peter J, Brekhus, professor of 
dentistry at the University of Minne- 
sota, acquired the information with 
his gnathodynamometer, which is a 
mouthful. 

Dr. Brekhus’ gadget with the 
tongue-twisting name, operating on 
a hydraulic principle, measures bit- 
ing strength in pounds. 

He said that 108 Minnesota ath- 
letes with an average Weight of 
176 pounds and average height of 
6 feet bit an average 126 pounds 
each; 108 dental students with an 
average weight of 158 pounds~and 
average height of 5 feet 9 inches, 
bit an average of 125 pounds each. 

He lent the instrument to a re- 
search worker who took it to Alaska 
where it was discovered the average 
six-year-old Eskimo girl had a bite 
of 150 pounds and her parents went 
as high as 340 pounds,
